A pamphlef mailed to "4,000 parents in the 
Montreal area, entitled "Pprents Are Important Too" 
reminded them that parents, "whà foot the tuition 
bills," benefit handsomely when sons and daughters 
receive "far more than they pay for." 



Manitoba Gets Grant 

WINNIPEG, Oct. 16. (BUP) — The International 
Nickel Company announced today it would give the 
University of Manitoba a $75,000 grant over the next 
five years for the improvement of educational 
facilities. 

The announcement came as INCO officials from 
New York were in Winnipeg for discussions with 
provincial government officials regarding plans to 
build a $140,000,000 mining rcvelopment in Northern 
Manitoba's Moak Lake region. 

It would be the second largest nickel mine in 
the world, behind the Sudbury, Ont., mines. The 
talks expected to end this week were the continua* 
tlon of similar conferences held several months ago. 

The announcement on whether INCO would go 
ahead with the project wes expected to come shortly 
from the cdmpany's New York offices. 



Workers* hopes to collect more than $6,000,000 
this year from parents and friends of McGill rose 
higher yesterday as the special corporations com- 
mittee reported favorable retuns thus far. 



$5000 Donation 
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Gord Sinclair Speaks 
To Radio Workshop 

Gord Sinclair of CFCF, yesterday's guest speaker 
at the first meeting of the McGill Radio Workshop, 
expressed the hope that the students running Mc- 
Gill's CFCP program would not become too expert, 
since he liked his job very much and would not 
appreciate losing it to a McGill announcer.

SEC PASSES' BUDGETS 
AFTER MUCH DEBATE

Budget» and money wert the major topics at last night's SEC 
meeting. Budgets submitted by the Choral Society, the Debating Union, 
the Scarlet Key Society, the Arts and Crafts Exhibition, the Blood Drive) 
and the Red and Whit* Revue were discussed, in some cases altered* 
and then passed. The McGill Daily budget was tabled until the meeting 
next week to allow for further investigation. 

CHORAL SOCIETY 
The Choral Society budget was passed as submitted. It anticipates 
a loss of $135 with expected expenditure totalling $5425 and revenu* 
totalling $5290. 

The Debating Union was granted $2500. This Is $323 less than was 
asked for. Where the cuts will take place has been left up to the 
President of the Union. Included In the budget were trips to out of town ' 

, tournaments, and the "On Thursday Series." Last 

"~ ~~ year the Debating Union receive $2100, the year 
before that, $1200. 

Scarlet Key 

• The Scarlet Key Society was budgeted for «'i 
loss of $658, with expenditure expected to total 
$1653 and revenue, $995. The largest item of expensa 
is $839 for a stock pile of sweaters ordered last year 
with the cost split between last year and this. Ia 
1955-'56 the Key spent $560. 

The Red and White Revue anticipates an excess 
Of revenue over expense of $69. Income, consisting 
mainly of ticket sales and advertising is set at $5070 
While the figure for expenditures is $5001. 

More Money 

$155 was approved for the Blood Donor Clinic 
This is $15 less than last year. The Arts and Crafts 
Exhibition request was OKayed as submitted. 

Anonymous Donor 

It was announced- that the SEC's anonymous 
donor had donated another $5000 which was In the) 
hands of the University authorities on Sept. 19.

Armaments Race Sees 
Stone Age Beginning 

MESSINA, Sicily, Oct. 17. (BUP)) — Scientists 
laid today they hive found out who started one of 
the worlds first armament races. 

It was the manufacturers of deadly stone weapons 
on the isle of Liparl In the Stone Age. 

Recent archaeological finds on the tiny volcanic 
Islet 25 miles off the north Sicilian coast Indicated 
that the main trade of the pre historic Llparese was 
the manufacturing of atone weapons for export to 
wide areas of the Mediterranean. 

The Llparese were helped by the fact that their 
18.5-square mile island, known in Greek legend as 
the abode of Aeolus, the god of winds, was rich 'with 
strategic materials. Chief asset was a dark, hard, 
glassy volcanic rock known as obsidian which was 
the ideal raw material for daggers and spearheads. 

Archaeologists said' Liparis obsidian weapons 
were far superior to. similar arms found on tha 
Greek Island of Melos, and showed a better manufac- 
turing technique.

The Fluoridation Issue 



I; seems as if university students are to be left WHh no illusions 
Ono ichool of studenls- thought has always maintained that knowledge 
could be absorbed whilst asleep. Propounded of this theory — usually 
• the type who never manages to get te» a 9 a.m. Jecture, or if they do, 
.come in with eyes like cigarette burns in grey Blanket — maintain 
that the mind is lilea continuous sensitive roll that catches the Tmprint 
of words whether the listener is awake or asleep. This, theory hat now 
keen strongly challenged by a group of psychologists in California 
who have been trying to find out if general knowledge can be taken 
in while you are asleep. People of above average intelligence had: 
recordings played to them which consisted of questions, followed by 
answers. Ther tape recording were played at five- minute intervale whilst 
they wore asleep. In the .morning the subfects were- examined on the 
.questions; It turned ouf that they learned something while they were 
- drowsy, but questions which reached them whilethey were really asleep 
foxed them completely. 

There may be some quibble about the type of question used. 
There were general knowledge ones such as "In what" kmd of a store 
did Ulysses S. Grant work before the war". On this point, many stu 
dents will maintain that their minds discriminate between essentia 
(what can be put down in exams) and inessential (that which con- 
tributes to their education, but which cannot be rehashed for exam 

purposes) knowledge white they are asleep.

It would seem from all this that it will still be necessary to stay 

awake at least some of the time in order to acquire a university 

education. Perhaps more useful research might be directed towards 

devising means of keeping students awake in lectures, and not having 

seme of them serve as a sur» cure for insomnia.

When anyone mentions "modern lifo" it is usual to couple the 
cliche "hustlo and bustle" to it. W. H. Davies, the tramp poet once 
wrote about what is life if we do not have time to. stand and stare. 
Only a few hundred yards away from McGill there is a place of sheer 
magic and enchantment for anyone who wants to send his imagination 
roaming through space and time. 

Crowded into the windows of a small antique shop is the tangible 
idenee of the romance of History, material for half-a-hundred short 
..ories. À tile from Ancient Rome that may have known a Caesars 
tread, brightly colored still, lies beside a lamp that came from an 
early Christian tomb. An ancient idol from some forgotten grave 
squats on black velvet, blankly staring across the busy street. Moorish 
muskets, Crusaders helmets, Hebrew scrolls, African figurines, and fan 
tastic chessmen are scattered along the shelves. A copper mirror t 
greened by time, keeps company with a Roman beaker. Look into the 
window and wonder what dead hands held that mirror, who drank long 
ago from the glass, whose hands unrolled the scroll* 7 Antique necklaces 
. from Wemen and Afghanistan adorn dummy neçks — how did they 
come to this New World City ? 

To stand before that lighted window, late at night, and see the 
living past in display is to feel tho presence, and know -our debt to 
unnumbered generations who created such enduring objects of beauty. 



Over the past ten years or so, 
an increasing number of Canadian 
and American, cities have found 
themselves engaged in an unusual 
ly bitter debate: should fluoride 
be added to their municipal water 
supply ?. Opponents term the add 
ition of fluoride as "mas* medica- 
tion",, a. violation of their consti- 
tutional 'rights. Others object rtiat 
[lit is a poisonous substance and that 
'scientific studies havo yet to prove 
with absolute certainty that .no. 
harmful results follow Its use over 
long periods. Proponents cite 
figures attesting to the effective 
ness of fluoride in preventing tooth 
decay and. -1 point to v the support 
of such, organizations, as the United 
States Public Health. Service,, the 
Canadian - and American Dental 
Associations, and the Canadian and 
American Medical Associations. 
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The first awareness of. the 
beneficial effects ef the fluoride 
Ion in the prevention of dental 
carles cam* when It was dlecov- 
ered that the Irwldenea ef dentel 
carier was much lower In area* 
whin the) water iupply too- 
tairveat » corteit> .mount of na- 
tural ffvaricW. Svbeaquanf re- 
search, tod to tha introduction of 
fluorine In a growing number 
ef cities; so much so, that water 
systems adding fluoride now 
serve more than 2» million 
people. In adefttte*, foverel mil- 
lion other parions think water 
containing matoralry oecurfnaj 
fluoride. 

The layman when confronted 
with the issue is usually concerned 
about the safety and effectiveness 
of the procedure. Although fluo- 
rine is, like chlorine, a poisonous 
substance, the National Research 
Council states that there is a safe 
margin between trace quantities 
in drinking water required for 
optimal dental health, and that 
amount which produces undesir- 
able physiological effects. 

The optimal level of fluoride 
for caries protection and good 
tooth development appears to be 
about one part fluoride per million 
part» of water. An excess of fluo- 
ride, over two parts per million, 
results in a condition called chro- 
nic endemic dental fluorosis, or 
mottled enamei. This is manifest- 
ed clinically by the appearance of 
small, opaque white or yellow spots 
ire the enamel These teeth though, 
are quite resistant to caries. This 
condition will occur only if water 
containing • an excess of fluoride 
was consumed during childhood, 
since mottled, enamel is a qualita- 
tive'defect of the enamel resultinff 
from disturbances, during the cal- 
cification stage of enamel forma- 

tioni . .

, As far as sabotage and accidental 
over-fluoridation are concerned, it 
is a -practical impossibility. The 
amount of fluoride required to 
produce toxic doses is so- great that 
normal procedure would preclude 
having: that amount of fluoride on 
hand. To illustrate what it calls 
the practical impossibility of a 
disastrous error, the U.S. Public 
Health Service points out that in 
.order to cause sickness to an adult 
|iin a city the sise of New York, 
108 freight-car . Wads " of fluoride 
would have to fall into the water 
supply at one time. 

As to its effectiveness, the U.S 
Public Health Service, which 
announced "unqualified endorse- 
ment of fluoridation in 1051, 
maintains that the procedure re- 
duces tooth decay by 60%." 

As to the duration of the caries- 
Inhibiting effect of fluoridated 
water, an excellent study by the 
ILS. Publie Health Service has 
established that the caries resist 
ance persiste at least to the age 
of 44 years. Since the protection 
is believed to be-due to the chem- 
ical bonding of the fluoride with 
the calcium phosphate of the tooth 
to produce more resistant enamel, 
there is little reason to suppose 
that this, protection against caries 
would be. other than lifelong". 

Has the procedure been suffi 
dently tested ? The following are 
statements on fluoridation. 



The report' of the Committee 
of tha Portland, j Oregon, City 
Club states: 

1. The fluoridation . of public - 
water supplies a as public health 
measure has been probably as 
thoroughly Investigated at any 
public health measure over pro- 
posed. 

2. The Commltta* hat .found 
no competent evidence In conflict 
with the overwhelming weight 
of identifie apinlan. 

Thé report of the Sr. Louis 
Medical Society draws approxim- 
ately the same conclusions as 
above 

The report on fluoridation to the 
Mayor of New York City, tub; 
mittcd by the Board of Health of 
the City of New York states that, 
'a substantial body of scientific 
information attests to the achieve- 
ment of these substantial dental 
benefits without systemic harm. 
There is no known helath measure, 
the safety of whieh has been sub- 
jected to as rigorous an investiga- 
tion prior to adoption as has water 
fluoridation. 

The fact that there should still 
exist such an intense reaction in 
some areas against fluoridation, 
in spite of all the scientific proof 
attesting its safety and effective- 
ness reminds one of 'the statement 
by Edmund Burke, the famous 
British statesman, who in the 
Eighteenth Century said, "Those 
who carry on great public schemes 
must b* proof against the most 
fatiguing: delays, the most mortify- 
ing disappointments, the most 
shocking insults, and, what is 
worst of all, the presumptuous 
judgement of the ignorant".

Knob Lake Research Inters Second Year

The McGill Subarctic • Research 
Laboratory at Knob Lake enters 
its second year o£ operation this 
month. 'Founded originally in 
1054, it is the only first class 
weather station run by a university, 
as well as being a research centre 
for the eastern Subarctic of Cana- 
da. Knob Lake lies in the heart 
of the Labrador-Ungava Peninsula, 
and the sole reason for its existence 
is the large deposits of rich Iron 
ore in the area, ore so rich that 
two pieces picked up from one 
mine were welded together. The 
town also serves as* the central base 
for the middle portion of the Mid- 
Canada Line. 

Leading Spirit 
Professor F.K. Hare, Chairman 
of the Department of Geography, 
was the leading spirit behind, the 
establishment of the Laboratory. 
The Laboratory Is operated under 
contract to the Federal Depart- 
ment of Transport, and all (he 
students there, are trained as 
weather observers. 

The Laboratory contiiti of two 
specially designed buildings, a 
two storey one containing 'the 
weather office and living quart- 
ers and another bulldlnp, com- 



pleted this year, which holds the 
Field Director's living quarters 
and several laboratories. A con- 
tlnous twenty-four hour watch 
is kept, and weather data is 
transmitted by teleprinter to 
other stations. Four pilot bal- 
loons are sent up every day to 
check wind speeds and directions 
in the upper air. 

Biological Research 

The research carried out at Knob 
Lake Is mainly in physical geogra- 
phy, but there have also been 
botanical and zoological studies. 
The staff consists of a Field Direct- 
or, Professor N. Drummond, and 
five graduate students. During the 
summer a relief crew comes in to 
allow the winter staff to do field 
work, which forms the basis of 
masters' and doctors' theses. 

Research already initiated in- 
cludes a study of the town, évapo- 
transpiration In the Sub-Arctic, 
soil arid agricultural possibilities 
of the area, methods of determln- 
study of 
>••« climatic 
research, and considerable gcomor- 
phologlcal investigation in the area 
and in the little known "Shield" 
region west of the Howells River.
